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REMARKS 

The application has been reviewed in light of the Office Action dated March 22, 2007. 
Claims 99-1 54 are pending, with claims 1-98 having previously been canceled, without prejudice 
or disclaimer. 

By this Amendment, the specification has been amended to include a cross reference to 
related applications (and patents). More specifically, this application is a Rule 1.53(b) 
Continuation of U.S. application Serial No. 10/194,015 filed on July 10, 2002, now U.S. Patent 
No. 6,686,018 issued February 3, 2004, which is a divisional of Serial No. 09/499,496, filed 
February 7, 2000, now U.S. Patent No.6,468,618 issued October 22, 2002. 

Claims 99-154 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 as claiming the same invention as that 
of claims 1-30, 32-53 and 55-60 of U.S. Patent No. 6,686,018. 

The pending claims of this application are directed to (I) a stamper for molding an article 
(claims 99-112) and (II) a method of producing a stamper for molding an article (claims 113- 
.154). 

In contrast, the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,686,018 aTe directed to (A) a method of 
producing an optical disk base (claims 1-4 and 9-22) and (B) an optical disk base (claims 5-8). It 
is noted that U.S. Patent No. 6,686,018 has 22 claims (that is, 1-22), and does not have claims 
23-30, 32-53 and 55-60. 

Therefore, since the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,686,018 are not directed to a stamper for 
molding an article, they do not claim the same invention as claims 99-112 of this application. 
Likewise, since the claims of U.S. Patent No, 6,686,018 are not directed to a method of 
producing a stamper for molding an article, they do not claim the same invention as claims 1 1 3~ 
154 of this application. 
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Fiut her* the claims of U.S. Patent No.6,468,618 do not claim the same invention as the 
pending claims of this application. The claims of U.S. Patent No.6,468,618 are directed to (a) a 
stamper for molding an optical disk base (claims 1-15. 62, 63 and 68-85), (b) a method of 



for molding, an optical disk base (claims 64 and 65). 

However, none of the claims of U.S. Patent No.6,468,618 claim the same invention as 
claims 99-112 of this application (a stamper for molding an article). Likewise, none of the 
claims of U.S. Patent No.6,468,618 claim the same invention as claims 113-154 of this 
application (method of producing a stamper for molding an article) 

Withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §101 is requested. 

In view of the remarks hereinabove, Applicant submits that the application is now in 
condition for allowance, and earnestly solicits the allowance of the application.
